"While on a -visitation of the United States, endeavoring /to carry 
to the people his Mlenls niicl aspirations for America, the physical tnsli 
was so strenuous that lie'broke niujcr the burden and succumbed to 
the prim reaper of death.

' 'In respect to the memory ot his illustrious life nnd in acknowl- 


edgment of lii.4 sacrifice, and in accordance with the proclamation of 
the president of the United Stales,

"I recommend tliat at ihc'hour of 3 o'clock In the afternoon i ot 
Friday, Auc. 10, 1023, Uic tlriie set apiu't for thd funeral services, the 
people of the state assemble in their respective places of .worship-, or • 
other convenient places; to join in ceremonies 'luting to the mournful 
occasion, and to supplicate divine mercy upon our stricken nation. 
"I further recommend that upon all piiljllc buildings—school, local, 


county, and state—the flag remain at half mast until the close of the 
day pir the funeral.

"In token of respect I hereby direct Hint the flag on all state pub- 
lic buildings remain at half staff until the close- of Monday, -Sept. 3, 
'1823, and that all offices of the various departments of state govern- 
ment be closed on Friday, August the 10th."
